There are metal Support Strips to accommodate the various size T 
Cards. The full body of the Card disappears within the Support Strip, ] 
leaving only the DOMINANT FACTOR in sighk, to form the Planning. - 

The progress of the job is Indicated by the movement of the DOMINANT 
FACTOR from one labelled support Strip to another, the number of which 
is determined by the steps necessary to carry out the job. 


The quantity of DOMINANTS (Jobs, Items, etc.) will determine the 
number of necessary lines and therefore the length of the Strip to 
be used. These support Strips come in three lengths, with 30, 40, 
or 50 slots.

SWING PANELS ON WALL STAND 

Using the standard planning elements VAL-REX (strips and supports), you can create, on demand, a 
planning with swinging panels, answering your needs exactly. 

Such a planning condenses in a limited space several linear feet of wall panels. It also safeguards most 
of the information from inquisitive looks. 


COMPOSITION OF VAL-REX PLANNING WITH SWINGING PANELS 

I. A wall stand permits accommodation up to 6 double face swinging panels. Three heights are available, correspond¬ 
ing respectively to panels formed with strips with 30, 40 or 50 slots. 

II. Double face panels are formed by using two simple VAL-REX panels of the same size. These two panels are assembled 
back to back by simply using a set of 4 '’Omega" (assembling parts), two of which are provided with hinge for installation on 
wall stand. 

On the same wall stand may be mounted panels of different widths, but having the same strip height.
